Runaway Horse Drags Girls Over the 
Barbs for Many Yards.

The accident happened while ¢%e two | 
girls were driving in a surrey with two! 
younger sisters. In the runaway ine ve-| 
hicle became entangled in the wire, ureak- | 
ing posts and throwing the two oider girls’ 
into the meshes of the wire, and tearing, 
their clothing to shreds. For a distance of! 
d0 feet along the fence the wires were coy-; 
ered with flesh and fragments of dothing. | 

The two younger children were uninjure.t, 
rhe two giris were taken to the home of| 
Tim Hayes, who was near by, and their 
parents and Dr. Farrow of this city sgu:n- 
moned. X 

The oldest, whose age is 13, was most se- 
riously injured. Her left arm was cu: from 
near the shou.der to the middie of the tore- 
arm, the barbs penetratung to the bune, 
the arm being mangied and torn. The right 
arm is sim'lar.y cut. There are also deep 
cuts in the neck and chin. -One of her: 
nands was torn over across the pvack and 


-+he wrist badiy injured. There are aigo 
deep scratches upon the chest and limps 
that would ordinarly be considered ser.ous 


The younger giri, aged 10, suffered 
an equal number of wounds, deep cuts on 
both arms laying the bone muscles 
bare, wh.le abrasions on the body and fuce 
constitute the 'njuries. One cut on the ieft 
arm extends from the under part. be- 
neath the shoulder, to the wrist, a distance 
of nearly 3) inches, and is go torn by the’ 
barbs as to present a serious difficulty in! 
dressing. The nose is torn about half its: 
ergth and the chest and chin are badly 
scratched. 

Dr. Farrow states that he has never be- 
fore in h‘s practice seen such wounds 
except upon the bod‘es of thore in a rnj!- 
road wreck. and the large number of those 
who sus*aired them were dead.

PROPRIETARY LINES HAVE 
GIVEN THEIR APPROVAL 


Meeting of Traffic Associations Will 
Be Called to Arrenge Details of 
Change Now Positively Promised to 
Shippers by Terminal. 


President W. &. McChesney of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association assured Ellas 
Michael, chairman of the Terminal facil- 
ites committee of the Business Mens 
League yesterday that a St. Louis bill of 
lading on fifeight, both to and from 
louis, would be granted. The replies of 
the railroads to his query on the subject, 
he sald, warranted the assurance. 

This secures one of the principal conces- 
sions for which the merchants of St. Louls 
have contended under the leadship of the 
Post-Dispatch in the campaign for ade- 
quate St. Louis terminal facilities. 

In the letter conveying this information 
Mr. MoChesney also said that he would 
try and arrange a meeting of the traffic 


® associations in St. Louls at an early date, 


‘o arrange details of the change Amended 
rate sheets will them be issued, including 
rates to and from St. Louis, which will 
thus take its place as a terminal point on 
the railroad map. 

“With the establishment of a St. Louis 
bill of lading,” said Chairman Michael, 
“St. Louis will become a torminal point 
to and from which freight will be shipped 
east the same as west, the fact that the 
Mississippi river must be crossed making 
no difference in its handling. East St. 
Louis will not then in tho eyes of the 
railroads be the destination of freight real- 
ly bound for St Louls and outbound 
freight will not have to cross the river 
before being loaded into cars for railroad 
transportation. 

“The result, we believe. will be a vast 
iurprovement in the handling of St. Louls 
business. We believe there will ba Ices 
delay, and with the St. Louts terminals 
and warehouses promised, we hope con- 
gestion will disappear and business move 
smoothly to the interest of both shipper 
and railroad.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The troubles of 
the Mary Sherman Miles Auxiliary, No. 3, 
Bpanish War Veterans, named for the wife 
of Gen. Nelson A. Miles, reached a climax 
fuday when the national auxiliary sus- 
pended the charter of the local auxiliary 
tadefinitely.

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ARMY CHIEFTANS 


Twenty Per Cent of Men in California 
- Department Thus Quit Service 
in Year. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.-—Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, commanding the depurtment of 
California, in his annual report says the 
importance of an artillery reserve for thr 
Pacific coast cannot be overestimuted, end 
he recommends that the entire organized 
militia of all arms located within easy 
distance of San Francisco be invited to 
participate in a course of coast urtillery 
training at the Presidio He has the fol- 
lowing to say on the subject of Jesertions: 

“One thousand three hundred and forty- 
four men deserted during the fiscal year 
covered by this report. Of this number, 
91s were from the permanent garrisons 
in the department and represent approxi- 
mately 19.42 per cent of the main strength 
there for the year. The remaining 49 
were from recruits, casuals and regiments 
passing to and from the Piilippines. 


“It is not apparent why so many men 
resorted to this violent method of se 
arating from the service, and, iff t 
depressing result could in any way be 
attribute to American methods, it 
would certainly justify the deepest so- 
licitude on the part of all concerned in 
the military administration of the na- 
tion.

Twenty-Five Trips 
on Special Trains. 


Those responsible for the resolution of 
inquiry say the records will show that since 
he becam President in Buffalo on Sept. li, 
1901,and tvok his first special presidential car 
from Buffalo to Washington, the President 
has made % trips on special tratns or epe- 
cial cars. 

This does not include all the trips he has 
made from Oyster Bay, but does inciude 
the most important trips that started from 
that village. 

The most of these trains and cars were 
furnished by the Pennsylvania rallroad. 
The private car of the president of the 
Pennsylvania is always at the disposa) of 
the President and with i gues all ser- 
vice and food and ark, the investigators 
say. 

It js claimed here that some agreement 
exists with Preskient Baldwin of the 
Lotm Island Railroad. What the Demo- 
crats want to find out is whether the 
President paid for any of these trains of 
cars, or whether he paid for any\of the 
service or food and drink used on them. 

It ts admitted on every hand that the 
. President did not pay for the train to the 
Pacific codst on which he mate nis Jong. 
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passcd, and they paid their share of haul- 
ing expenses. 

It is not known here, but an earnest en- 
deavor will be made to find out whether 
the Pullman company or the Pennsylvania 
paid for the food and drink and service. 
There was a lavish supply of cigars, cham- 
pagne, whisky, beer and mineral water 
on the train, and every guest was free 
to order what he liked. 

A person who goes with the President on 
a trip goes as the President's personal 
guest. His Invitation so reais, his baggage 
is sO marked, his credentials declare this 
and the private secretary of the President 
controls the party as guests. The train 
is treated as the President's house, and 
the idea is carried out that all are visiting 
him. 

He 4ischarges al) the functions of a 
splendid entertainment, but it is asserted, 
and this is the point on which tnformation 
ia sought, that he does not pay the pills.

CROPS ARE. INSURED 
AGAINST STORMS 


Companies Safeguard Nebraska Farm- 
ers Against Loss of Wheat 
From Hail. 


OMABA., Neb., Sept. 19.—It fs interesting | 


to see ithe adjustment of hall storm losses 
on Nebraska crops. The insuring of crops 
from hall has become the custom here. 
headway being made ai‘nce the Nebraska 
farmer stopped raising spring wheat and 
began sowing winter wheat. 

Winter wheat crops are considered good 
risks by the old line companies. They are 
insured for from $1 to $10 an ucre at 6 per 
cent premfim.': A large amount of the iIn- 
surance placed by farmers !s against dam- 
ize from hall. A storm occurred in west- 
ern Nebraska this year. but struck a sec- 
tion where most of the growing crop of 
winter wheat was covered by insurance. 

A man with a barrel hoop wi.) quickly 
ascertain almost the exact amount of the 
losa to a field of wheat. The companies 
have adjusters in every locality where iIn- 
surance is placed. One drives to the field 
and selects a place where the wheat has 
been blown down and damaged. Into a 
section of this he casts the hoop, and then 
he carefully counts every stalk Inside it. 
Then he counts the number of heads that 
are down. If W out of 100 of these heads 
have been turned to the earth, the adjuster 
reckons a loss of 530 per cent. and this loss 
is al'owed on each acre that has been 
struck by the storm. The number of acres 
is determined by a survey, if the farmer 
demands this. 

The adjuster must take into considera- 
tion the state of the wheat when it was 
‘truck by the hall, for it may have been 
blown down previously. and the wher 
may yet be able to get the most 0 it if 
it has reached a. certain degree of ma- 
turity. 

H. W. Cowsgill. an adjuster at Holdrege. 
says that claims amounting to $20,000 had 
been adjusted. Some of e losses were 
‘otal. and the owners had but the insur- 
ance money for their labor. They _ were 
silowed to harvest what they could «et, 
in geome instances they secured 
hu<hels to the acre. This they were enti- 
tled to under the rules of the company. 

The insurance rendere a good crop 4l- 
met a certainty. In the last elght years 
there has been one good crop after an- 
other. the acreage and the vield seeming 
‘eo tnerense urtil lest year the state pro- 
duced 6.000.000 bushels.

On each 
anercer section was indicated the amount 
of insuranee. and nearly all of the town- 
ship was protected.

St. Louis rate ts 6-100 per cent on wheat 
and 58-100 per cent on other grain. To New 
Orleans the rate is 34-100 per cent on wheat 
and 32-100 per cent on other grain, a clear 
discrimination of 530 per cent against &t. 
Louis.

the Alton ard Burlington, via St. Louls, 
the East and Wet road takes # per cent 
and the North and South road @ per cent.

The mammoth color presses are on tho 
first floor, the largest being incased in a 
glaes case ‘tm the front of the building.

of the paper through the press. When 
printing in one ‘color, it will print and fold 
96,000 D&pers of eight pages an hour. 

The paper is fed from rolls thaty weigh 
about twelve hundred pounds, and” wyul4 
makea ribbon four miles long ...rty inches 
wide: They have c Hoe press of the same 
capacity, which prints in black only, and 
in addition to these two machines we find 
on the same floor a Scott color press, which 
will produce 12.000 colored sheets per hour, 
and on which they prepare part of the Sun- 
day pander. 

In the basement there are two Hoo press- 
es, 18,000 papers an hour capacity. ‘These 
presses are fed from an ink sturage tank 
at the ceiling of the pressréom, and the 
flow of ink.ds forem’ bv means of com- 
pressed air. 

In the basement we saw three boilcrs of 
200-horsepower capacity, of which only tWo 
are needed at the time, but the third is 
there “to make assurance doubly sure” in 
case of a breakdown in the others. 
engine rooms are inclosed in glass partl- 
tions, and contain three Chuse engines of 
135-horsepower each. Only two of these are 
used at once. They drive three gencrators, 
and furnish the electricity for the 0 mo- 
tors used in the various parts of the plant, 
also the 800 electric lights that idumunate 
the place. 

The presses all have electric push buttons 
at various places on the frames, so that

the machine almost instantly. 

The switchboard in the engine room has

The ratiroads which, under Republican 
rule, escape all taxation, are now assessed 
$125 500,000, a valuation higher than is fixed 
by any Republican state which touches 
our borders. 

When the Republicans were in power the 
fees collected from corporations found 
their final resting place in the pockets of 
the Republican off‘ceholders.

The aldermen actually emploved an at- 
torney, who seems to have concelved the 
brilliant idea that these thieves could re- 
cover on a “‘quantum menrulilt.’’ 

The controversy between these public 
plunderers over this huge corruption funda 
of $135.000 waxed fast and furious. It will 
be remembered that at the time this con- 
Spiracy to rob St. Louls was entered into 
and the corruption money placed in the 
safe deposit box, both bribe giver and bribe 
taker retained a key, so that neither party 
could obtain possession of the fund without 
the concurrence of the other.

A large number of so-called conservative 
citizens think the new charter too radical 
and will join with the corporations and 
politicians in opposing it. 

This element contends that the mayor 
appoints at will the civil service and the 
election commission and impeaches at will 
all elective officers, and also the county 
judges. before whom all other elective of- 
ficere are tried; that the mayor appoints 
the sheriff and thus controls the selection 
of juries; that these powers give the 
mayor control over the entire axecutive, 
judicial, legislative and administrative de- 
partments of the city, embracing over 30° 
officials and employes, and that these pow- 
ers, coupled with control of the entire elec- 
tion machinery, give the mayor a combi- 
nation of powers which should not be in- 
trusted to any one man; that no man can 
or will administer them fairly. 

In corporation circles it is contended that 
the provisions relating to franchises re- 
duce every new franchise to a mere re- 
vocable license and make it valueless and 
impossible to dispose of.

HE mammoth still lives on the 
Island of Unimak, a wild, lit- 
tle-known, cold corner of the 
world off the west coast of 
Alaska. 

This startling assurance 
comes from Dr. J. P. Frizzell, 
a lnited States ’government scientist, who has 
just reached San Francisco. Dr. Frizzell tells ear- 
nestly and carefully a remarkable story. He says 
he was exploring the island, which had been 
wholly unknown except for its activé volcanoes. 
In the course of his explorations he went into the 
interior, and was one day amazed to strike the 
trail of a creature of such astounding weight and 
bulk that he was immediately compelled to regard 

the tracks as being those of a mammoth. 
Dr. Frizzell was quick to appreciate the impor- 
In the wilds of an Arctic 
liviug representative of 


tance of his discovery. 
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that none but a member of the elephant family 
could have made them. They were unlike the 
tracks of a bear. They were too large for the 
tracks of a modern elephant, which is, moreover, 
never found north of the tropics. They seemed to 
be fresh, and the weight of the creature had been 
such that the imprints of his feet were left four 
inches deep in the firm ground. The doctor meas- 
ured them, counted the toes, observed the struc- 
ture of the foot and followed the trail for many 
days, hoping to catch sight of the monster which 
made the tracks. He was assisted in his search 
by natives from the neighboring islands and the 
mainland, but not even the hardiness of these suf- 
ficed to discover the creature in the wilderness 
of rugged Unimak. 


R. FRIZZELL was well aware that the scientific 
world would laugh when he would come home #..y- 


ing he had seen the fresh tracks of a mammorcn 


and was convinced that this greatest of all elephartine 
creatures was not oxtinct, as suppesed, but alive on the 
Island of Unimak. . 

But he nevertheless resolved to tei! his 
positiveness of his statements. his care to make every pr 
sible observation, even to measurements and counting the 
toes. together with the straightforward manner in which 
his story is told, certainly entitles him to a respectful hear- 
ing and a consideration of the possibility that what he 
suys may be true. He says: 

“I don't wish to make myself ridiculous to the eclientife 
world by stating as a fact that wt Irast one ving Fpeci- 
men of the mammoth family is still romming at large on 
the American side of the Arctic regions, but | saw with my 
own eyes comparative'y fresh tracks that apparentiy could 
not have be@n made bs other kind of an animal but a2 
mammoth. I ran across the animal's tracks in the Island of 
i timak. whics is 123 miles long and 2 miles in wid h 
is about four miles from the main land and animals 
walk back and forth from land. 

‘The tracks could be distinctly seen in the ice and snow 
and I followed them for quite a distance. They sank four 
inches into the hard frozen ground. They were four fret 
apart, showing that distance to be the stride of the animal. 
tracks were 12 by DW inches. In euch 
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“| ran ecross these animal tracks in the country betwen 
Mount liomgromni and Mount Scheschald. the latter being 
PLL height. It is now an active volcano 
frivl teems with anima! life and particuleriy 
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with much large game. It is a hunter's paradise for car'- 
bou, bear and the red fox. The cinnamon variety of bear 
there js a large an’mal, but an animal of that kind coud 
not have made the tracks.”’ 

What has D-. Frizzell seen? The Island of Unimak is one 
of the Fox group between the Aleutian Islands and the 
Alaskan penirsula. It is who ly between tre fifteenth and 
sixteenth paralic's of latitude. or about as far north a¢ 
Hudson bey. It is one of a group of itiands noted fr 
their abyndance of anime! liife. their active volcanoes. for 
bidding shores and scant welcome to man. The winters 
are intense y ccld, and the vegetation grows rank when 
the sun is warm. : 

There are many who will instantly avow that the man 
does not know what he is talking about. But that is not 
a tenable view. for D>. Frizgell talks like a man who 
knows exactly what he is talking abcut. He did not go to 
the Island cf Unimak lookirg for a I've mammoth. He 
expected that least of ali things to be found. ‘But when 
he stumbled upon the track of a creature whose foot wus 
19x20 inches, he instantly concluded he was on the trail of a 
mammoth, for he was well-posted enougs to know that 
no other creature. existing or extinct. could. make a tracd¢ 
so large. 

It will be suggested that the doctor really saw the tracks 
of a bear, and that the dimens'ons of these tracks have 
grown in his mind since he saw them. But the doctor in- 
sists that he did not trust to -is memory. but measured the 
tracks, finding them to be so many inches across one way 
and go many another. which figures he submits as a po*l- 
tive statement concern'ng the size of the tracks. Moreover, 
he expresses himeeif as familiar with the big cinnamon 
bear, the largest member of the bear family on the isiand. 
and says the big tracks could not have been 
cinnamon bear. They were not bear tracks. 
bear track when he sees one. 

Even the fair-minded objector is left ‘to the cenclusion 
that Dr. Frieze]! really did find upon this far away north 
ern isiand the tracks of some remarkable creature. Neither 
he nor any ef the native people who had gone to the island 
with him had ever seen tracks like them. The doctor # 
familiarity with the great mammoth prompted him to b: 
lieve that here were the mammoth’'s tracks. 

Admitting, then. that the deetor knows what he is talk- 
ing about and also knews what he has seen. the incredu'ous 
will ask if ft is not possible that the tracks are old—very 
old, having been there ever since that remote age in which 
the last of the mammoths leid down in death in these north- 
ern icefields, where the carcasees of the great creatures are 
found in such numbers, many of them perfectly preserved 
in the ice?

upon earth ahead of man; but it haa been pretty welLesialb 
lished that the first men found the mammoth alive. from 
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which scientific assurance we have Stanley Waterloo’s tale 
of the mammoth chase in “The Story of Ab.” It has never 


been seriously suggested that the mammoth remained for - 


long a contemporary with men. He became extinct thou- 
sands of years ago. If this long accepted theory be true, the 
tracks Dr. Frizzell has seen have been there in the hard 
ground of Unimak Island for a period of time older than 
the Christian era. This is impossible. The erosian of the 
elements, the thawing and freezing of seasons and every 
other meteorclogical agency would have contributed to their 
destruction. They would not have lasted from one season 
to another. 

We are now brought to the point where, if we are to 
place any reliance in Dr. Frizzell's story of what he saw, 
we must begin to subscribe to his theory that he was on 
the trail of a mammoth which lives on the Islard of U'ni- 
mak. Why not? Prof. Krause is out in the interior of 
Madagascar attempting to capture for the Bertin Zoological 
Garden, a living specimen of the epyornis, the great roc 
of the Arabian Nights tale of ‘Sinbad the &a lor;"* the okapi 
has been found in the interior of Africa.

Why, then, should the scientific world refuse to look for 
a living mammoth in some favored corner of the earth? 
And what likelier place than Unimak Island? The far north 
was the mammoth's chief range. It was there the great 
pachyderm is found in the greatest numbers—his skeleton 
in the ravine, or his carcass preserved in ice. Not an ex. 
plorer in the Arctic country but has returned to tell of the 
wonderfully preserved mammoths, with their long hair 
the fiesh still clinging to the bones.

She re- 
fused to give him more and she applied for a 
decree of separation. 

The sensational divorce suit of the Countess 
Festetics de Tolna, nee Haggin, was the end 
of still another conspicuously unhappy in- 
ternational marriage. 

The Countess is the daughter of Louis T. 
Haggin, the New . York mining millionaire, 
and was given $2,000,000 as a marriage por- 
tion. 

When she married Count Rudolph de Festet- 
ics of Austria, in 1892, she was but 18 years 
of age. After a long yachting cruise on the 
Tolna, built by the bride’s father for the young

Negroes Look Seriously an 
Announcement That They 
Would Be Killed and Their 
Children Sold Into Slavery 
and Left Their Possessions 
Behind in Their Hasty De- 
parture From Their Homes. 


WO anonymous letters depop. 
ulated ‘‘Coontown’’ at West 
Plains, Mo. Where lately was 
a village of a hundred and 
fifty families birds and bats 
are the only occupants of the 
houses. 

The anonymous letters were sent through the 
mails to two of the leading negroes of the town. 
They threatened that unless all the negroes left 
the town the adults would be killed and the chil- 
dren sold as slaves. 

Although it is not certain whether they ema- 
nated from an organized body of whites bent upon 
driving the negroes out of the community the 
negroes took the warnings seriously and by every 
means at their command they left the place as fast 
as they could, abandoning real and personal prop- 
erty. 

Panic stricken, their only thought was to get 
out of ‘‘Coontown.’’ To them the letters were 
as a doom spoken against the town and all that 
remained in it, and no sacrifice was too great to 
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get out of it. 

They left their occupations, the school was 
closed and they left for other Missouri counti<s 
and for Arkansas, where they hoped to find an 
asylum free from the menace of anonymous letters. 

One of the letters was received by George Shaw, 
an old ex-slave. He did not take it seriously him- 
self, and refused to join all the exodus, but all the 
rest, as soon as they were made aware of the con- 
tents of the letter he had received, made their 
preparations without delay to get out of ‘‘Coon- 
town’’ and leave West Plains forever. 


WEST PLAINS, Mo., Sept. 5.

Ce OONTOWN,” that portion of the ee of 
the Ozarks” where the negro population of 
this city have long resided, is now deserted. 

Birds chirp in the gra ve-like stillness where formerly laugh- 

ter and song echoed. But few of the 150 negro families 

who once resided here remain and these are hourly expect- 
ing the visit of an avenging nemesis. 

Three weeks ago Walter Thomas and Will Shaw, negroes, 
chased two white girls for half a mile until they reached 
a house in the suburbs of this city. The negroes: used 
abusive language and threw rocks at the girls, but cou'd 
not stop them in their flight. Both of the negroes were 
arrested and upon being convicted were given a year on 
the county roads, with an additional fine of $500 each. 

This was the beginning of the trouble with the blacks 
which resulted in their exodus. 

The dav following the trial of the negroes, Pony Thom- 
as, the wealthiest resident of the colony, received a let- 
ter through the mails that set every tongue in “Coontown” 
The letter read:

“Niggers, take warning. You one and all must

But the whites persuaded a majority of the negroes to 
remain, The excitement died out and “Coontown” re- 
gained its usual quietude. 

This serenity lasted scarcely 
George Shaw, the sage of the colony, got a second warn- 
ing through the mails that accomplished the purpose in- 
tended in the first notice of evacuation. The second letter 
was in the same handwriting as the first, and read: 

“West Plains, Mo., Sept. 4, 1993.

“George Shaw: 

“Please don’t forget the notice that yok niggers 
received some time ago to leave this country by 
the first of September. Now George tell all of 
vour darker friends that they want to be making 
preparations to leave this country because we 
mean for you té6 go and you must do it. Remem- 
ber there are 350 of us whites and we have got 
the vims and ammunition and the backbone to 
back what we say. Now George be sure and 
spread the news among your colored brothers and 
don’t let the sun go down on vou after the fourth 
of September in West Plains. » 

“Yours in earnest.” 

Within an hour after the general delivery clerk at the 
postoffice had handed George Shaw the fatal letter. everv 
inhabitant of “Coontown” knew its contents. Colored 
washwomen, who were rubbing the clothes of the white 
folks at the homes of the latter about town. quit their 


work, and “Missus” had to finish the job. Porters in sa- 
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loons hastened to their homes to quiet their fanfiilies. 
Hod carriers on buildings in course of construction re- 
fused to continue climbing the ladder. Negro cooks and 
their assistants at the hotels gave notice that they would 
leave as soon as the noon meal was served. 

“We'se calculatin’ on gittin’ out ob heah quick as we 
kigs,’’ cne of them remarked. “Dar am er hoodoo "bout an’ 
I’se gwine ter make tracks foh Arkansaw.” 

All day long a continual stream of humanity, both black 
and white, passed to and from “Coontown” across the 
Frisco tracks to the business portion of the city. It was 
a busy day for the second-hand dealers and draymen. The 
former bought goods for a song, while the latter reaped 
a harvest hauling trunks and furniture to the depots and 
downtown stores. 

Some of the blacks left their furniture in their homes 
and took the first train, caring little where they went, 
just so they got far from West Plains. Others who had 
teams put a few goods on their wagon, gathered up their 
children and calling the dogs started southward to Arkan- 
sas to pick cotton. 

Everything was sacrificed. One negro sold three cows 
and calves for a trifle. Another deserted a growing corn 
crop of 40 acres. Carter Woodson, who has been a famil- 
iar figure on the streets of West Plains for 20 years, where 
he peddled leaf tobacco, lost no time in nailing up his 
storage house and leaving on the first train. 

The negro school, in charge of Cora Moore, recently of 
Cairo, Ill, closed on hearing the news. Mammies came 
and took their picaninnies home and even the teacher 
sought a place of retreat to await the first train going in 
the direction of Cairo. 

Prof. L. L. Lomax, who taught the school last year, 
waited long enough to sell his household goods and draw 
his savings out of the bank. He went south on the first 
train. 

But there was one negro who wouldn’t leave. He laughed 
at the more superstitious ones that had declared “dey wz 
searder dan er rabbit an’ wuz gwine ter run.” 

This negro was George Shaw, who had received the last 
letter to move. After passing through the experiences that 
have fallen to his lot it is no wonder that George proved 
a stayer on this particular occasion. 

George Shaw is 88 years old. When a small boy he was 
captured in Africa and brought to the United: States with 
his grandfather and gramimother on a slave-trading vessel. 
Capt. Alec Shaw, a Georgia planter, bought George and 
his grandparents. George remained with Capt. Shaw 39 
vears. 

Twenty years ago Judge B. F. Olden, a pioneer of south 
Miseouri, went to Mississippi and brought to West Plains 
on his return a car of negroes. These were the first blacks 
who‘took up their residence here after freedom was de 


clared. Judge Olden put the blacks at work clearing land. - :

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QUEER freak of nature has been a 
seurce of much popular interest 
near Campbell's Hill, in southern 

Illinois, this cummer. In the latter part 
f Inurch of this year a farmer named 

Keller discovered that a portion of his 

farm had dropped down as though the 

fioor had given way and permitted a sec- 

tion several acres in area to drop into a 

cave. This was additionally interesting in 

view of the fact that southern I/linois had 
just been shaken by a severe earthquake 
the singular feature of the seismic dis- 
turbance being the fact that it had Its 
center in the vicinity of Cumpbell Hill. 

It was strictly a local earthquake. All 

Iiinols and Missouri felt it, but it was so 

much .more severe in the Campbell Hill 

section of southern Illinois that none could 
doubt but that the center of the disturb- 
ance was there. The question naturally 
arose," What could cause a local earih- 
quake so far away from the sea? Scien- 
tists have agreed that volcanoes cause the 
big earthquakes, and that volcanoes are 
caused by salt water leaking through the 
basin of the sea and combining with ele- 
ments under the mountains which gener- 
ate steam and heut and cause such ter- 
rific explosions as that of Mont Pelee. 

But there is no salt water uround south- 

ern Illinois. The Campbell Hill earth- 

quake, then, had some other beginning. 

It was while this was under discussion 

that Weller found the sink on his farm. 

Since then, and more especially this sum- 

mer, many persons have gone there to 

see this singular hvle in the earth. The 
conclusion reached is that the earthquake 

W.is caused by the falling away of an enor- 

mous rock into a water-made cavern un- 

der the Keller farm. One may suppose 
that a rock weighing hundreds - of tons, 
if it fell a distance of a hundred feet. or 
evei less, might violently agitate the 
earth when it is contended by students 
even a sparrow alighting upon this. deli- 
cately balanced planet has its effect upon 
the motion of the earth.

Searchlight With 316, 000, 000 Candle Power 


HE most powerful searchlight in the 
world has been made in Germany. 
and is now attracting much atten- 

tien. It has an iris shutter, shown halt- 

closed in the illustration.

The Scientific 

American, from which the illustration 's 

reproduced, says the light is electricity con- 

trolled by two levers, one of which con-
